The Jewish Colours.

Lest We Forget! 


By Mentor. 


N Wednesday last, at the time appointed since the Armistice that 
suspended the Great War, I found myself in a centre of busy 
industry. Like thousands upon thousands of others, the 
sudden silence that ensued upon the asual hunr and nvise 

so yous in the busy City strack-me as one of the most impressive 

experiences through which one could go. It gave edge to the proverb 
which tells us how silence is more potent than apeer h, amd can contain @ 
message more impressive than the most powerful oratory. 


To me, as to 
«» many, the wondrous silence spoke. It bore yet again the message 
‘ra dat dso often—so often spoken of, and yet I doubt whether even yet 
fully understood. There has been some discnssion in the Tiwts and other 
newspapers about continuing annually the observance of two minutes’ 
clence. It has been urged that as the years go by its applicability 
ty the generations then growing up must become lees and less, until, 
if continued, rt. will become a mere convention. . Just as only those who 
went through the war, who lived during those five fatal years, can react, 
/ phrase goes, fully and completely to the dedication of a moment 
er two on the Armistice anniversary to silence, tarning our minds 
hack to those days of struggle and strife, of sorrow and separation, of 
agony and death; so, as men and women grow up, to whom all this is but 
as a story that is told, it js impossible to suppose that the two minutes’ 
cilence can be as impressive as to those who of themselves can realise most 
if got all ef its implications: The suggestion was made that instead 
of the sacred two minutes. petering out into oblivion and becoming 
forgotten by desuetade, it were well if it were discontinued while its full 
import is yet appreciated by most of those who are now living. 


Phere is another side to this argument. The echoing message which 
Lest we forvet! And 
I doubt whether the eelebration should be discontinued until that message 
in its full bearing, and the true meaning of it, is far better apprecrated 
by the general public than it is to-day. Human nature is human nature, 
and so it is not wonderful that to’ different people the message has 


celebration brings to. us is the universal One 


diferent meanings! Those who were robbed of ones near and dear to 
them, parents of their children, children of their parents, natarally regard 


the message as a monition to reeollect those akin to them, who were mown 


down in the holocaust of war. Nor ean it be a matter for surprise that 


even more sinister memories are aroused by the warning words : Lest 
we forget! and that there are those among us who take them to mean 


that we should call to mind the great wrong we were taught to beheve was 


done by the enemies of this country, and which uecessjtated the unsheath- 
ing of the sword by England. And. that must inevitably lead to a 
coutinuation of that national hatred, that jealousy, that hostility and 


that suspicion which were the root cause of the combat. Again, Lest we 
forget is interpreted’ all too often as an encouragement to. British 
on the Britiah people to glory mm ther triumph, to 
skagver Gver the defeat this country ilealt out to its foes, and thus onee 
matuteining that way the very spirit which had so much 
trail of circumstances that lit up the world disaster the two- 
ten! wad many other sentiments are bound 
}eroWd into the minds of men and women as they mentally view the 
events of the war and as they contemplate the terrible disaster which fell 
upon the world eleven years ago.

Amid so-maty interpretations of the words which the two minutes’ 
e year by year speak, I venture to offer the meaning of them as they 


have.oceurred year by year to me.

They have always seemed to me, if the 
value of them be garnered, to contain a warning clear as erystal against 
wir as a human force. They have always seemed to me designedly 
evolyved—even if they were not in fact—to bid- men elear their hearts and 
their souls from the evil of war as a sheer possibility in human conditions 
‘ud human existence. For if they bear not this meaning, then, whatever 
else may attach to them, the fall force of them is lost, and they become, 
so | think, thore or less meaningless, And they bid us clear our minds 
aud our souls of what [ would call the cant of war—the false doctrine, for 
Instance, that to be prepared for war is the surest means of maintaming 
peace. ‘That is one of the very things the Allies 
prove when they took up arms against the militarist spirit of Germany ! 
Ur, the notion that a country unarmed is unsafe; for if the war proved 
inything else it showed that none of the belligerents that entered into the 
Strife was suffic ently prepared for it, that much of the preparation for 
war they had made was utterly useless, and in some eases was a dangerous 
measure that had served only to arouse the warlike feeling of the various 
countries, and to impose upon. their peoples a well nigh intolerable burden 
of taxation, Yet again, if the war showed anything at all, it showed the 
Only when the 
war-dum throbbed no longer and the battle flag was furled, did men find

themselves able—and that after long years of negotiations that have even 
yet not come to an end—so to reorganise international relations as to 
secure something like general concurrence in them, and consequently the 
hope of peace. And moreover, is it nota fact that nothing has delayed 
those negotiations, or threatened to render them null and void, so much 
as the victory that fell to certain of the combatants ? We know that the 
settling of Europe would have been all the easier, had it not been that 
victory fell precisely where it did, and defeat to the extent it 
did. Nor can we, surely, with any show of reason, assume that 
Right and Justice followed certainly and unerringly on the paths 
fo victory and defeat. We, citizens of a country that took vietorions 
part in the fray, naturally believe that her cause was just 
and that the triumph she attained was well deserved. Yet, however 
sincerely we all believe it, that does not prove it, and we all know how the 
sheerest accidents, and ultimately the most absurd diplomatic bungling on 
the part of Germany, brought her defeat. How, then, can we say that the 
war proved the Right or the Wrong—proved, mark you—of the cause of any 
of the combatants. I would wish that Armistice Day, before it is diseon- 
tinued, cleared the minds of men and women of the horrible and 
blasphemous cant to which the pulpits of this country, and the Jewish 
pulpit by no means the least, administered—that the war was an act of 
God and His wondrous and mystie method of testing Humanity and bring- 
ing good to His creatures. That was the lie, the prurient, immoral lie, to 
which war reduced men who, each in their own sphere, are deemed Godly, 
because they devote their lives to Truth and the beauties of Religion. The 
war was no work of God. If it was not the work of man, the misuse of the 
ree will with which God has endowed us, then it was a carnival of the 
very devil, running amok with blood and cruelty, disease and death and 
pain, and the agony and anxiety which war is bound to inflict: upon . those 
engaged in it. 


Yet again, I would wish to see the message of the two minutes’ 
silence uproot and eliminate from men and women the silly caut about the 
glory of war, ministered te by gewgaws, sartorial and honorific. ‘The 
prancing pride with which men—and, for that matter, women too—dircetly 
they can assume some uniform or place some titles (or indication of titles) 
to their natal names, preen themselves, particularly when war is afoot, is 
the most. obvious sign of the degeneration of which haman beings are 
eapable. Through all the ineidence of war there is one consistent story, 
of untruth, fostered for the moat part by those who, in one way or another, 
are interested in the material profit which they hope always war will 
bring them, or are dazzled by its false glory. There is no glory in 
war ; itis the nadir of man's shame and degradation. There is no glory 
in murder; there is no glory in disembowelling your fellow-map, 
There is no glory in dealing death and lifelong agony,

there is nothing but contempt and horror, for war as it is prognos-

Three ezye. Salt and pepper. 
Grated ghacee, teacupfuls. Butter 


Wet. butter a firep-oof dish, and put a thick layer of cheese at the 
bottom. Curefually break’ the eggs on to it. Dust each with a little salt 
aud pepper, and entirely cover with the remaining cheese. Bake in a 
quick oven until the ch ese is ight y browned 


Cheese Pudding. 


Grated cheese, 6 oze. Milk. 
Brealicrumbs, 3 ozs. Salt and pepper, 
Two eggs. 


Mix the crumbs and cheese together, and add a good seasoning of 


salt and p pper. Beat up the eggs with a little milk, and add to the cheese 
and crumbe, adding more milk if necessary. (The mixtare should be the 
consistency of batter.) Turn into a well-greased pie dixh, and bake in a 
moderate oven until it is just set and a nice brown on top. 


Stewed Onions with Cheese Sauce. 

PEEL as many onions as required, and simmer them in milk and water 
slightly salted until they are tender; then drain them, and place im a 
fireproof dish. Melt an ounce of margarine in a saucepan; stir in he flour 
and gradually add a pint of the milk and watet in which the onions were 
cooked. Bring to the boil, and A id three tablespoonfals of grated cheese, 
salt, and pepper. Ponr over the onions, and dus: thickly with mo.e grated 
cheese, Bake ina quick oven until the surface is brown. 


Cheese and Tomato Rarebit. 


Checee, 4 ow. Made muetard. } teaspoonful. 


Tomato puree, 1 gill. Cayenne. 
Kremtecrambes, 2 tablespoontfuls. Hot buttered toast. 

(inATE the cheese, and put it into a saucepan with the mustard nuda 
piuch of cayenne. Add the tomato puree and breadcrumbs, and stir over 
a gentle heat until it is smooth and thoroughly hot, but do not Ict it boil. 
Pour on to hot battered toast, and serve at once. 


Cheese Pie. 
Milk, 4 pint 


4 1b, 
Margarine, or. 
Urated. cheese, 5 ozs. 
Soax the bread in cold water; then put it in a cloth, and squeeze as 
dry as possible. Put it in a basin, beat it up with a fork, and add two 
oanees of the cheese and melted margarine. Then put it in a greased pic 
dish, and pour over the beaten egg and milk. Sprin.le the remaining 
cheese on top, and bake in a moderate oven for thirty minutes.

A new wing of the Convalescent Home at St. Nicholas at Wade, 
Tirchiuwten-on-Sea, was consecrated and opened on Sunday. Among those 
present were Sir Stuart Samuel, Bart. and Lady Samuel, Dayan Dr. A. 
Meldmaa and Mrs. Feldman, Mr. Harry Gosling, C.HL; MLP., and Mes. 
(iosling. the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch and Mrs. Mayerowitsch, the Rev, 5. Kh. 
Griges (Vicar of St. Nicholas), and Mrs. Griggs, Dr. and Mra. Isracl Feld- 
man, Rov. G. 8. Belasco, Me. and Mrs. F. J. Cornford, Mr. and Mrs. Peres 
W. Cole. Mr. J. P. N. Mackie (Health Insurance Inspector for Kent), and 
representatives of Orders and Societies affiliated to the Association. 

The consecration ceremony was condacted by Dayan Dr, Feldman andl 
the Rev. H. Mayerowttsch.

Mr. Micuantn Levy. Chairman of the Home Committee, who presided, 
related the history of the Home, and the remarkabl+ success which had been 
achieved. Ut was barely five vears since the Association of Jewish Friendly 


Socie ies had decided to acquire a Conval scent: Home and no appeal had 
been made outside thi movement. The Home was selected on the initiative 
of Sir Stuart Saniuel whe entered enthusiastically mto the task of opening 
it to the movement. He acknowledged the yeoman wotk which was rendered 
at the beginning by Mr. M. Cas. They had suffered a severe loss at the 
beginning of the vear by the untimely death of Miss Millie Dove, the first 
Matron. To replace her had riot been easy, but they had been fortunate in 
their choica of Miss S. Weiner the new Matron. 

Mr. Levy then presented a key to Sir Stuart Samuel, who formally 
declared the new. wing open 

A vote of thanks to Sir Stuart Samuel was moved by Mr. L. Sotowoevys 
(treasurer), and seconded by Mr. H. Harris (Grand President of the 
Grand Order Sons of Jacob), 
Sir Same nL, in his reply, said that he was glad to be surrounded 
bey the heads of the Jewish Priendly Societies. The liome represented the 
triumphof ithe democrat.c idea, the idea of united effort independent of charity 
Ti might seem curious to those outside the cammunity. to see how anxious 
dews were to have therr own Homes and not to join hands with outside 
uodertakings. There were several reasons, such as religious observance 
and dietary laws, and in order to make Jewish members completely com- 
fortable separate institutions were necessary ; but in general he thought 
it was very desirable for Jews to join in general secular movements. Much 
of the suce -ss of the building had been due to their excellent architeet (Mr. 
f. J. Cornford), who had no easy task in couverting asmuygzgler’s stroughold 
into a Convalescent Home for Jews and Jewesses.  (Laughter.) 

Mr. Harry Gosling, M.P. 

Mr. Gosiinc, CHL, M.P., in reply to a vote of thanks. te 
the visitors. confessed that he was becoming a regular visitor and that 
the reason he lhked to be associated wits them was. like Sir Stuart Simuel, 
his belief in the masses. It was strange that some people sull believed that 
working people could not manage things for themse! ves, bat their Institution 
was a good example of how to run a model Home. The Chairman had 
referred to the decision to take imme diate steps to acquire the building. It 
was just like Jews never to miss an opportunity. (Laughter.) He quite 
understood that religious considerations made it impossible for them to 
unite with other institutions, but knowing of what they were capable, he 
could wish when they were thinking of building again that they would do 
sonething for his own community. (Laughter.) Fraternal and communal 


: feelings were fogtered by celebrations like that day's. (Cheers.)

Lady Samvuet, who acknowledged the vote, said she was delighted . 


with everything she had seen in the building and hoped to pay more 
visits. It was a great thing to provide convalescent treatment for men 
and women. From some points of view ladies required more convalescence 
than men—{laughter)—and she suggested that the proport ons in the aceom- 
modation for the two sexes might very w.:l have been reversed. (Lau shter.) 
But it was a great achievement all the same, and she express d her sense of 
pride that the ladies’ recreation room was named in her honour.

Shechita Board Finance. 


Really the wizardry of Shechita Boird Finance is becoming—vwell, 
killing! It is thought desirable to hoard large sums in the coffers of the 
Board, and ina very little w hile the considerable amount of some LA MAL 
or £10,000 is extracted from te pockets of the consumers of fas/¢r meat, 
by a method so painless that we ae as-ured none of these observers of the 
Mosaic dieta’y 1 ws would hive found themselves a penny the better off if 
the Board's purse had remained as empty as old Mother Hub ards Cup 
board. How is it possible io suppress admiration at such budgeting ’— 
although relieving a man of his rightful belongings is +eal y uot more 
moral when effected by some painless operation than when compassed by 
one of which the victim is conscious. 

But now it would appear that a rude awakening to the undisturbed 
dream of avarice came along in the person of the Inconic ‘Tax 
Collector. He, quite naturally, wanted to know something abo it the 
profits of which the Board was boasting. Then lo, and beho i! 
Hooplah! Wizardry at once produced a defi it! How it was done 
is a mystery, for it is not in fact very much easier sudjglenly to stop 4 
profit than it is ata moment's notice to stay a loss. The operation, how- 
ever, seems to have been trving, because we observe that the appearance 
upon the golden scene of the emissary of the Inland Revenue is attributed 
to “the Jewish Press,” which called attention to the profit accumulated 
by the Board. Now either that profit is taxable or it is no’; the 
question is sub judice, and so we offer no opinion ‘on the point. But 
to suggest that, assuming it to be taxable, the Board would have | ked 
to leave Somerset House as unconscious of what the Board owes it, as excer!

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WiTtt 


MR. M. J. LANDA. 


© readers of Tur Jewitsn Curonicie Mr. M. J. Landa is known 
for various activities, with special attention to two widely 
diversified subjects—aliens and the drama. His statistical 
ctudy of the one is thorough: his knowledge of the other, 
particu‘arly of its Jewish aspects, comprehensive. Fourteen years ago he 
published The Alien Problem and Its Remedy few weeks his 
new book,” The Jew in Drama,” 
will see the light. The annoance- 
ment of its publication has aroused 
surprising interest. Inquiries con- 
cerning it have been received by 
the publisher from South Africa 
and India: newspapers in Ceylon 
and Singapore have commented 
on the publication ; and there 1s 
to be simultaneous issue in 
America. <A_ representative of 
Tue Jewisn Curonicie asked 
Mr. Landa what.induced him to 
undertake the work. 

“ Anxiety ‘o dispel the alarm 
ing ignorance which I found to 
exist on the su ject,” was his 
| answer, “It horrified me. As a 
keen student of the drama and its liter:ture and as a dramatic critic, my 
interest in the stage treatment of the Jew began long ago. I wondered 
how we tolerated it, and I set myself to rous» the sluggish and lethargic 
Jewish corscienee in the matter. I did so by lectures and by occasional 
writings Sut I found most people positively drugged to indifference and 
thoughtless acquiescence. I found our own writers and ‘ authorities’ badly 
informed. Theatrical history has for the most part been wretchedly 
written. Anecdotes are repeated ad nauseam, dates and facts disregarded 
and even distorted. I found unthinking writers copying one another's 
mistakes—chasing themselves round a small circle, climbing up and down 
a stu id spiral stairéase in a literary maze ; frequently—this is the saddest 
circumstance of all—with the Jewish Encyclope lia in their han« ¢ 
determined to cut through the mesh.” 

It was not easy, I suppose ? 

“Anything but easy, but that made the task more attractive. It has 
taken me over a dozen’ years altogether. Actually, I planned out my book 
and began the writing in- 1915, by which time I had been encouraged by 
discovering Important digressions from the general contemptuous treatment 
of the Jew in drama. But I found myself, like the snake that bad begun 
to gobble up its chum, committed to swallowing the whole ‘of it—to a 
systematic review of the subject. I had to snatch every available moment 
for research and investigation, and in very despair ] often turned for 
relaxation to the comparative ease and pleasure of the alien statistics. «In 
my youth, lead Plato and Jerome K. Jero ve together, turning from one 
to the other for an antidote. In this way I got t rough both without 
heajlache. I did the same with the aliens and the drama. I found the 
records of the latter the more strange, the more complicated, the more alien, 
in fact, to sanity and order.” 

You had adventures at the. British Museum. then ? 

“Yes. I believe I dug up books that had been forgotten. Certainly 
I disturbed the accumul.ted dust on thousands of old + lavbills which 
examined. I was driven to many a wild goose chase by the careless records. 


I met references toa Jewish pedlar in an intensively Scotch play, but I 
tracked him down; he was real Scotch. Thejoriginal chronic!er—a good 
fellow otherwise, +o let him remain unknown—must have nastuy assumed 
that all pediars were Jews. He evidently; did not know that. in miny. 
pris of England, a travelling draper is known! as a ‘Scotchman.’ 
because of the one-time monopoly of the Scots in the profession. I have 
been driven to sleuth-hunting for Jewish characters who never existed, in 
plays never written. IT Was exceedingly keen on ge ting into touch with 
‘The Jew of Lombardy, mentioned in the Eneyclopedia of the Drama. A 
Jew and a Lombardian suggested a double reason for virile treatment of a 
moneylender. He proved more illusive than a literary society that has 
gained a prize for punctuality. I use that metaphor because I found. as 1 
bave done as a lecturer, that I was misled by a misprint! 
‘The Law of Lombardy,’ which once had some popularity.” 
Do you deal with the subject historically?

* Naturally. My main object has been to trace the evolution of the 
stage Jew and to indicate the processes by which the character has become 
stabilised. I show that he ex sted long, long ago, born amidst fanaticism 
and superstition, not always due to ignorance, but deliberately fostered by 
religious into’erance. I show how he has - developed through the 
changes of the drama, how the miserable dialect which is regarded 
indispensable adjunct, came to be added to the burden he has always had 
to carry, a'd how he has been decked out in ‘modern garb.’ ] 
deal also with the origin of cer ain traditions—how, for instance we Je 
usurer came into British drama at a'period when there we 
country—a veritable undesirable alien—an1 where Dickens got his dea of 
Fagin.

Tne Talmudic literature offers evidence of the remarkable homace paid 
to Jewish womanhood, “It is woman through whom God's blessing ;dwells 
upon the home. Through her the children learn the words of the Tora 
She speeds her husband to the house of learning, She keeps the home godly 
and pure.” A famous Rabbi, hearing his mother's footsteps, said: | I will 
rise in honour of the Divine presence that approaches.” Nor i: there 4 
more fitting means to bring us near to God than the thought of a Jewish 
mother—her patience, her faithfulness. her wisdom. her love. The home as 
always been the chief centre of woman's influence. But, in addition to the 
Biblical instances already mentioned there are records in post-Bi lical 
history of the work of Jewish women outside the home. 

In the Middle Ages women often took part in the affairs ot the svna- 
gogue, despite customs or ordinances to the contrary. “Women had charge, 
under the title of “ Parnesessa,” of important communal affairs. Son e, like 
Donna Gracia Mendesia, acted as the acknowled ed heads of whol com 
munities.

Do you deal with the English drama only ? 

“Oh. no. The English drama is the miin them? of the book, but I treat 
of Continental drama and its influences; I have a chapter on the Yiddish 
theatre, which is the first historical record in English, E believe. My interest 
in the Yiddish theatre has been continuous since I first saw ‘Koné Lemal’ 
as a boy.

“And in others. My most* interesting experiences as an ‘actor’ have 
been in Mr. Ben Greet's company, in which [ played several important parts. 
Adam in ‘As You Like It’ was my favourite role, and [ havedoublel Tubal 
and Old Gobbo to more than one Shylock. It was actually suggested at one 
time that I should undertake to play Shylock so as to illustrate my views on 
the character. This was while Mr. Moscowitsch’s performance: was 
exciting controversy, and I thought the proposal inadvisable. I was very 
gratified, when I played Wasserstein in Herzl’s play, that the critics noted 
that I broug it out the better side of the man’s nature as well as his more 
obvious materialism.” 

May I take it that you have definite hopes that the Jewish Drama 
League will attain its objects ? | 

“That is asking me to make a big prophecy. But I have hopes, 
certainly, and Iam more convinced than ever of the absolute need of the 
organisation. The achievement of our objective depends upon the influence 
we can exert, in due time, outside the community. That may take years. It 
is only now, after twenty years or so of unremitting propaganda by the 
Stage Society and kindred organisations, that the drama generally in this 
country is being brought into truer artistic relation with life. We ought to 
gain the benefit of that. But—and this I say quite candidly—far too many 
Jews regard the theatre as a mere Purim spiel, as a form of amusement 
which demands that brains should be left in the cloak-room with the 
umbrellas, and as licensed to pour ridicule upon us when we are thus unpro- 
tected, inwardly and outwardly, against the rain of abuse. I am hoping 
that my book and the League will instil a general realisation that we cannot 
submit indefinitely to this exposure without suffering ill-effects, and that 
truth and humour are not necessarily divorced. After all, the Jew is 
liberal patron of the box-office, and he can exercise pressure there.”

The Work of the Ica. 


President's Review. 


Mr. Franz Philippson, President: of the Administrative Council of th 
Jewish Colonisation Association (Ica), presided at the general assembly of 
the Association held in .Paris’ recently, and gave an address reviewing the 
work of the orgatisation during the past year, “The following is a summary 


of his address 


Our work in the Argentine has: always been one of. the important 
branches of out activily. The families we have helped to settle in our 
tres were mostly emigrants stripped of every resource, Thanks to the 
facilities given by the Association, our colonists: have been able, not only to 
establish themselves ina ye aceable existence, but after a certain numb-r of 
vears have acquired full ownership of the land on which they had been 
settled.. Many of the colonists in our Argentine: settlements hay 


‘repaid 


their debt to the Association ani have thus obtained the right of. 


ownership. In addition, besid’s the land acquired, they all possess a vers 
considerable capita! the result of their savings repre sented in mos’ eases 
by cattle. This capital may be estimated at 7,50) piastres per colonist, 
[f it were not for the difficulties caused ea the war and the post-war condi 
tions, the population of our colonies would have been considerabls 
acgmented. In this country, where in 1800 there weré a thousand Jews. the 
development of our ent Pprises has brought-aroun | the colonies and in the 
towns a Jewish population of about two hund ed thousand souls, a pros- 
perous population which becomes daily more conscious of its rights and 
duties. 


Pol tical troubles have impeded for some years the normal progress of 
our work in Brazil, particularly in the Iea colony of Quatro-Irmaes. We 
have at least the satisfaction that the losses have been only material, and 
that we have not had any violence against persons. | In Brazil, as in the 
other countries where we are active, the excellent relati ms created bi tween 
ourselves and our colonists on the one side and the Brazilian authorities on 
the other, have. much facilitated our task by assuring us the procection of 


the Government Brazil opens to Jewish immigration an immense field.

Conference of American Rabbis. 

Judaism and Science.

At the Central Conference of 


NEW YORK 

American Rabbis at Cincinet, 
question of the acceptance of proselytes into Judaism was considered 
Rabbi Joseph Rauch presented a report on behalf of the Committees fe! 
the Preparation of a Manual for the Instruction of Proselytes. Dr. Haue! 
said that the applicant for adm ssion to Judaism should not be overawe4 
with a mass of theology and dogma, but should be taught the Jewish com 
ception of God on the lines of ethical monotheism, and Judaism’s place a0¢ 
purpose in the world. The Committee's report Was accepted, with am ad 
ments to the effect that applicants should be asked if they wished © 
renounce their old faith, and requiring them to renounce belief ina personal 
Messiah and to accept the belief in the Kingdom of God as taught by 
Judaism. 

Rabbi Samuel Schulman, for the Committee on the President's mess4' 
made a statement on the attitude of Juda sm to science, which was accepted 
in priaciple. The statement says that Judaism does not fear the results ¢' 
the investigations of sound science in any realm of human knowledge. /! 
holds that its conception Oo one rod. who is purely spiritual, unimaged and 
unincarnated in any historical personage, is compatible with any fact estab 
lished by science, or with any hypothesis which science may think 1 needs 
for explanation of natural phenomena. In the Bible, religious ideas 
are presented in a manner intelligible to the minds to whic’ they 
are addressed. The Bible does not profess to be a text-book on natural 
history, biology, geo ogy, or astronomy. The Bible, therefore, does not 
prevent anyone who professes Judaism as a religion from accepting the 
doctrine of evolution, which has nothing to say upon the origin and sig if 
cance of life itself, and its flowering into creation’s crown, man. The state 
ment concludes : “ This Conference, therefore, declares, in accordauce with 
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he best traditions of Jewish thinkers, its confidence in the perfect freedom 
of scientific investigation, and that it is man's daty to accept in humility 
and reverence any new scientifically established knowledge from whatever 
source it may come, even as it is man’s duty to acknowledge the God who 
rade him, and revealed to him the law of life.” 

A resolution was adopted appointing a Committee to determine how 
fur“ faith-healing ” was compatible with the Jewish religion. Rabbi Philip 
Wat rman denounced “Jewish Science,” and urged the Conference to take 
a decided stand against the movement. 


THE JEWISH AGENCY. 

The following resolut.o: was adopted: “In the matter of non-Zionist 
participation in the Jewish Agency, we recommend that when the incoming 
Executive Committee shall have received the report of the action of the 
Oryanisation Committee, of which Dr. Abram Simon and Dr. Sammel 
Schuimas are, by the appointment of Mr. Louis Marshall, members, the 
Executive Committee shall communicate to the next meeting of the 
Conference for action, and in the interim the status established at the Cedar 
Point Conference shall be continued.”

‘The Council resolved to make all possible efforts to collect, during the course 
of 1925, the sum of £20.00, to be disbursed for the immediate relief of the 
children, the sick, the emigrants. and other emereencies. 

The Council further resolved to inaugurate, for the above purpose. a snecial 
campaign toroughout the British Fiapire. commencing on Sunday, 2nd day of 
Chanucah, With December, 1925, on which day a number of meetings and con ler 
ences will be held in various centres,

Mr. Ussishkin said that already in his boyhood when in Russia he 
wondered where were his Sephirdic brethren, the descendants of the 
great Spanish Jews who formed the golden epoch in our history. Later, 
when travelling in the East, he had found hat since the exile from Spain the 
Sephardim had settled in such countries as were not on a hich cuitural 
level. Thus through the surroundings and their undisturbed conditions 
they were indiff-rent and lacked the aspirations of the Ashkenazim. How- 
ever, he thought that the Sephardic element was most suitable for the 
work of rebuilding Palestine. He hoped that the “ World Sephardi Con- 
federation,’ with its head office in Jerusalem, woul’ suceced in uniting all 
the Sephardic communities in the world intoa strong body, in order fo 
amalgamate with the Ashkenazim and work with them for the 
Nation and Hretz Yisrael.

_ Alleged Abuse of a Judge.—The Attornoy-Genoral (Sir Dougina 
‘Hogg. K.C.) and Mr. H. M. Giveen o : Wednesday last, in the H gh Court of 
Sustice, moved for a rule nisi to be directed to Henry Josera Daven 
FRreMan to show cause why he shoud not be committed to prison for 
makiag gross and persistent attacks on one of his Majesty's Judves, Oa 
‘January loth and 17th, 1924, an action brought by Mr. Freeman against the 
Royal Liver Friendly Society was tried before Mr. Justice Roche, who gave 
Judgment for the defendants. Tne defendants did not proceed with their 
counterclaim as they considered that they would be unlikely to recover any- 
thing if they obtained judgment, Mr. Freeman, on July 27th, 1925, applied 
to Mr. Justice Roche to order the defendants to proceed with their counter- 
claim. This application was refused. Since then Mr. Freoman had carried 
on a campaign of abusive post-cards and letters addressed both to 
‘the learned Judge himsolf and to other persons. Tho authorities be hg 
anxious not to treat Mr. Freeman harshly —as. litigants were often dis- 
appointed by adverse decision —a police officer was sent to warn him that. 
he was pursuing a dangerous course, but he said that he intended to continue 
sending these post-cards and letters, and he did continue. A farther warning 
was given by a police officer, and he admitted that the communications 
shown him by the officer were written by him, and said that whereas he 
had been sending about eight a week, he intended to multiply them to three 
a day, and would multiply that figure if need te. He had a list of the 
assize towns on the circuit which Mr. Justice Roche was going, and 
was sendiug letters and post-cards to each town as the Judge arrived there, 
The Attorney-General read one of the communications com lained of, 
The Lord Chief Justice : There is another course which might be more 
convenient than a rule wisi, which might entail some delay and intermediate 
proceedings. The course whi-h I have in mind, and which has been taken 
in a previous case of ths kind, is to make a peremptory order for Mr. 
Freeman to attend here on a certain day to answer for his contempt. The 
Attorney-General said that he would prefer an order in that form ‘The 
Lord Chief Justice : Then the order will be made according!y and returnable 
on Tuesday next. 

Debts of a Bookmaker.-—Creditors of Mr. Lewis Levy, a commision 
agent, of Pall Mall, trading as R. W. Westwood, met on Tuesday at the Lon 
dlon Bankruptcy Court. Mr. Levy estimated his liabilities at £25,009, and 
his assets, apart from book debts, of the nominal value of £21,000, at about 
£400. He attributed his failure to the lack of capital, bad debts, heavy 
interest on borrowed money, and to losses through a bad racing season. He 
stated that of his habilities about £14.000 represented leans from friends 
A trustec was appointed to administer the estate. 

“Solicitor Loses His Temp r.’’—Under this heading we last week 
reported a case of assault that came before the Hendon Police Court. It 
was clear from the report that the heading hould have been “ Soticitor's 
Clerk Loses His Temper,” and as it was a solicitor who was the victim, we 
‘mueh regret thai the heading read as if he was the defendant in the case, 
and not the soliciter’s clerk, who was fined for the offence,

that was being done there. To those who had not visited the Home, 
te oxt-nded a éordial invitation to do so, and after they had seen how 
happy the inmates were he wascertain that they would not think twice about 
norting the Institution. It was only by holding functions of that’ kind 
that they were able to raise money te supoort the Home, and he appealed 
rall to help to make that year's collection a success. ‘Lhe Chairman had 
ked like a trojan, and he hoped that they would follow his example and 
ly in making that Aid Society a success. 
‘The Chairman, in replying to the toast, said that last year’s collection 
ad amounted te £1, 710, and his Committee had this vear pledged itself to 
othe sum of £2,000. ‘The first venture towards rais ng this had beer 
. ‘neldies of a joint flag day on June Mth with the Loudon Hospital from 
lich the institutions liad benefited to -the extent of £1380 each. On 
september Gth ano her flag day had teen held and £159 had been divided 
het these Lnstitutions.. The Aid Society had already handed the Home 
this vear £888 and it still had £100 in- hand. Since the establishment of the 
Hast London “Aid Society, the sum of £12,5% had been handed to. the 
Parent Institution which was now cariug for 160 aged coreligionists. The 
ftlome was at present paying interest to its bankers, and he hoped. they 
 uld subseribe liberally in order to give less anxiety to those who managed it, 

Mr. J. Woolf, in proposing the “ Home for Aged Jews,” said that the 
Home required no le-s a sum-than £10,000 a year, and unless that sum was 
forthcoming vear by year the Committee wou'd be unable to carry out its 


Mr. Eo. Franklin, J.P., President of the Home, said that the lustita- 
tion had been successful because the Aid Societies-provided them witlt large 
ms of money,-and they were responsible for an income of nearly £1,000 @ 
hon from kinema performances. By the splendil example of the Kast 
oudon Aid Society other Societies had been founded. This had given the 
: me so much encouragement that they had decided to undertake the very 
heavy and very responsible task of building a Home of Rest. That 
was a great achievement and would meau additional work atid increased 
expenditure, but he felt certain that the Aid Societies and the community 
0 ld not fail to help them. So far he had not met witha single refusal 
La response to this new appeal. 

Mr. M. Vanleer proposed the toast of “ The Chairman,” and thanked 
Me. Barnett for having this year undertaken, with Mr. J. Rese, the duties of 
flon. Secretaries of the Dinner Committee. 

The Chairman, in rep'y, said that half of his collection for that function 
had come from non-Jews. 

Other toasts were “ The Ladies,” proposed by Mr. J. Cole and responded 
to by Miss C. Abrahams ; and “ The Visitors,’ ‘ proposed by Mr. G. Abrabams 
and responded to by ‘ouncillor J. W. Rosenthal and Mr. W. Prior, Secretary 
of the Mutual Friendly Aid Society. 

Mr. Moss Deyong conducted an auction which realised about £200. 

The guests were ‘afterwards joined by about five hundred persons whe 
came for the ball, at which it was announced that the function would realise 
about £1,345. Towards this sum the Lion Hospital Aid Society contributed 
1% guineas, 50 guineas of which will go for the Home of Rest, in addition 
to five guineas each from five mombers of this Society, and 80 guineas from 
the Mutual Friendly Aid Society. |
